In the instant case, the DNA can be used 
as a probe as opposed to the process gene disruption disclosed in Group II or 
the gene targeting set forth in the claims of Group IV or in bioassays as in 
indicated in Groups V and VI wherein Groups II, IV, V, and VI are alternative 
processes of use.

The inventions of Group III and I are related as process of making and 
product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following 
can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used to sake other and 
material ly different products or (2) that the product as claimed can be made 
by another and materially different process (MPEP 806.05(f)). In the instant 
case, the DNA of Group I can apparently be obtained by the alternative process 
recited in the clains of Group III or by traditional chemical synthesis. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
since they have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their 
different classification, subject matter, and are separately and independently 
searched, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
